tary purposes has been brought to this
country t>y Chaplain I'aniel t'uuvc. of
the Krfiuli army, a recent visitor to
Richmond. where he spoke several times
in St. Paul's- Kplscopal Church, ami
Kev.

Photographs and attested facts have

"Kvery where are fSerman inserip-tlons: 'quart erniastcr's oiliec.* 'first

aid.* "reserved cellars,' etc. \\"e hasten
to erase these witnesses of llun rule,
but how we treasure the friendly mes¬
sages, hastily written with chalk on
the door of my husband's study!
Several of these are signed by French
Protestant <'hapiams marching with
their regiments through Troissv, on
that wonderful July advance. One
reads: 'I will build again the ruins.
Amos 0:11.Oeorgcs l.auga.'"
The wreckage of many of their

churches was not the only loss which
French Protestant congregations sus-
taineil. (if nearly l.OO'.i ministers who
served them. full; one-half wire
mobilized at the outbreak of the war.
when yvery man who could handle a
ril!< wis needed to roll back the tide atthe Alarne. Only the old and infirm
pastors were left, and of t hese seventy-
five continued to serve their people in
the Invaded region or within the zone
of lire.

Nearly 1 oa I'rotestant ministers and

theological students lost their live-; in
action or from sickness while serving
in the French army, and many others
returned so severely wounded that
their usefulness was almost or com¬
pletely at an < ml Reorganization of
the congregations is thus greatly im¬
peded by the lack of clergymen, and
some of the work is being taken up by
layman '"itil the need can be supplied.
The stifling of the churches in the

war ordeal of France was thus de¬
scribed by the late Pastor Charles
Wagner, author of "The Simple l.ife,"
a short time before his death:

"In all the devastated regions of
France and P.clgium there .are Protes¬
tant communities. The invasion has
literally martyred them The majority
are deprived of their pastors, who have
bei ti mobilized as soldiers or officers,
as hospital attendants, as chaplains, or
who. w it n t lie prominent citizens of
their parishes, have been Jed away into
exile. The poor little remnant re¬
maining "in Ine country suffers every
pr i va t ion.
"Where aged or infirm pastors have

remained at their posts, it h.is been
only by exception tiit they have re¬
ceived' their salarie.-. With their
families and parishioners they are liv¬
ing in privations; many of them have
undergone bombardment and pillage:
they have lived in cellars, have knowncxiicme poverty and ail the horrors of
invasion .More heartrending still is
the case of those who live in the tiring
Inn perpetually in danger, without
: (..¦ii ri t v tor the morrow.

"As to those in the regions re
covered from the enemy, they have
undermine every calamity which
bun.an beings cm endure. The etaeniy.
withdrawing. t(.ok w t h them every¬
thing; burned their houses ravaged
their gardens, cut down thejr trees.
\fier the t< mpest of iron and tire, the
laud presents the aspect of a region
upheaval by volcanic forces."
